REACTION TO PRESIDENT EORD'S GA SPEECH - 

GENERAL REACTION TO PRES EORD'S SEPT. 18 GA SPEECH 
EAVORABLE. EUROPEAN REPS CITED HIS ERANKNESS AND GENERALLY 
CONSIDERED SPEECH ELOQUENT ON CURRENT WORLD ECONOMIC SITUATION. 
ERENCH REP CALLED IT "GOOD EOR UN." LA REPS GENERALLY PLEASED
